INTRODUCTION 


npHE  collection  of  Dr.  F.  D.  Gardiner  was  exhibited  in  1911  at  the 
-*•  Pennsylvania  Museum  in  Philadelphia.  Since  that  time,  there 
have  been  added  to  the  collection  a certain  number  of  pieces  equal  in 
quality  to  the  rugs  then  exhibited.  The  rugs  shown  in  Philadelphia 
and  listed  in  the  catalogue  of  the  exhibition  are  designated  in  the 
present  catalogue  by  an  asterisk. 

The  Gardiner  Collection  offers  worth-while  food  for  thought.  It 
contains  no  specimens  of  the  great  sixteenth  nor  even  of  seventeenth 
century  weaves.  Yet  the  collection  was  found  worthy  and  is  worthy 
of  the  honor  of  museum  exhibition. 

It  is  a collection  formed  with  discriminating  taste  and  judgment. 
Most  of  the  rugs  are  the  naive  and  charming  nomad  weaves  of  the 
Caucasus.  A few  are  of  Anatolian,  Persian  or  Turcoman  origin.  They 
are  all  honest  rugs.  They  have  not  been  tampered  with,  dyed,  painted, 
chemically  washed,  “antiqued”  nor  toned  down  in  any  of  the  ways 
invented  by  the  human  mind  to  make  decent  rugs  palatable  to  vulgar 
tastes.  They  are  rugs  woven  by  Orientals  for  Orientals,  not  rugs 
made  to  fill  Western  specifications,  and  thus  they  illustrate  most 
admirably  the  beauty  and  skill  of  Oriental  craftsmanship. 

No  Near  Eastern  work  of  art  has  been  created  without  a practical 
purpose.  There  lies  the  strength  of  Near  Eastern  art.  A good  rug 
will  always  fit  somehow  into  life,  will  have  some  floor  to  cover,  some 
eye  to  please,  while  a mediocre  oil-painting  will  end  its  career  of 
misunderstood  genius  by  a sad  death  on  a junk  pile.  For  this  reason, 
a good  rug,  even  if  it  is  not  of  the  “great  period”  nor  woven  for  a 
royal  palace,  is  always  a “museum  piece”,  a carrier  of  a message  of 
beauty. 

Take  the  Ballard  Collection  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  as  an 
example.  It  contains,  it  is  true,  masterpieces  that  are  the  delight  of 
the  specialist  collector,  but  the  great  lesson  of  the  Ballard  Collection  is 
that  offered  by  the  rugs  of  the  later  periods.  These  rugs  are  excellent 
examples  of  types  more  or  less  current  in  the  market.  Their  exhibition 
in  the  Museum  helps  train  the  mind  and  eye  of  the  larger  public,  the 
“little  collectors”,  and  helps  form  their  judgment  in  case  they  want 
to  buy  a good  rug  to  live  with. 

The  present  collection  reconstitutes  for  a few  days  the  exhibition  held 
at  the  Pennsylvania  Museum,  but  it  has  the  advantage  that  the  visitor 
may  pick  his  “museum  piece”  and  carry  it  home  under  his  arm  for 
permanent  benefit  and  pleasure.
